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December 12, 
Joseph Goldin, Soviet film ptoducer 
and founder of ‘Citizen Diplomacy’,

He outlined his project to an'ex- 
cited audience earlier in the week 
and ever since has been a star per 
sonality whose vision of *a world:

‘The final stage is ratification of the 
proposal by the Findhorn Fellow- 
ship, which concerns itself with Find- 
hamn's links into the global commu- 
nity, Says Joseph, “The community of 
Findhorn will become a bright epi- 
sode in a global event." 

During the week Goldin has been 
in €onstant touch with colleagues— 
and withthe USSR Commission for 
UNESCO, par of the Soviet Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs—in Moscow via 
the GreenNet computer network. 

AS a result, he was able to an- 
nounce thatthe Megavision projectis 
tobe promoted in anunprecedented 
international TV commercial. 

‘On November 13, Megavision will 
have a one-minute slot in the ‘What, 
Whete, When’ programme from 
Soviet Central Television, which is 
also to be seen live in the United 
States. Thesegment will includeshots 
of one of the launcher trucks in Red 
Square, 
© Goldin is currently finalising ar- 
fangements for the UK and United 
States links in the forthcoming pro- 
gramme, and Conference media di- 
rector Jeremy Slocombe is tipped to 
become a member of the British team.
